Chicago, September 13.—(By 
the Associated Press.)——-The peace 
agreement for a settlement of the 
shopmen’s strike on individual 
railroads as given out tonight 
made the follewing provisions: 

The agreement, at present, would 
apply to about one-fourth of the 
class one roads of the country. 

All men returning to work wonld 
do so at the prevailing rate of pay 
which was fixed by the United 
States Railroad Labor Board effec- 
tive on July 1, the day the strike 
went into effect.

Sanders and Ayers Were discussing 
politics and the election in front of 
Hailey’s Drug store about 10 o'clock 
and an altercation followed the dix 
cussion and became so heated that 
Ayers is said to have drawn his pie 
tol and fired on Sanders, who reeled.

Davies Warfield, president of the 
Seaboard Air Line and representa- 
tive of a railway securities company, 
said to control $13,000,000,000 of 
stock, was responsible for negoti- 
ations that finally ended the agree- 
ment. 

Warfield Initiated Move. 

The agreement was reached by the 
committee of ninety about 2 p. m. 
At that time Mr. Jewell said “a de- 
cision had been reached and will be 
outlined in a statement to be issued 
late this evening.” Officially this 
was the only statement given out py 
the union then. 

Preparations for ordering the men 
back to work on the roads parties to

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Shop Strike Was Settled 


Seaboard President Tells 
of the Conferences With 
Jewell Which Led to 
Separate Settlements. 


Baltimore, Md., September 13.— 
(Special. )—The terms of settlement of 
the railroad strike by individual rail- 
roads were reached at a four days’ con- 
ference at the office of S. Davies War- 
field, in this city, beginning September 
Mr. Warfield and B. M. 
dewell, president railwa employees’ 
department, American Weacration of 
Labor, and two associates. . Settlement 
was made possible when, at the meet- 
ing of the Association of Railway Ex- 
ecutives held in New York August 23 
that passed the resolution breaking off 
negotiations, Mr, Warfield as presi- 
dent of the Seaboard Air Line cast 
the only vote against the resolution. 

This action left the way open for 
direct negotiation with B. M. Jewell 
that led to the termination of the 
strike. Three settlement conferences 
at later sessions were klso attended 
by A. H. Smith, president New York 
Central lines; Daniel Willard, presi- 
dent Baltimore and Ohio railroad, and 
members of the executive council rail- 
way employees’ department, American 
Federation of bor, 

At the conclusion of negotiations, 
Mr. Jewell called the meeting of the 
policy committee of the railway em- 
ployees’ department, at which the 
terms of agreement have now been ac- 
cepted, Mr. Willard undertaking to 
present the conditions of settlement 
to a number of railroads. 

Gives Interview. 

Mr. Warfield, who is also president 
of the National Association of Owners 
of Railroad Securities, in an interview 
here tonight, said: 

“At the meeting of the Associaiton 
of Railway Executives at which the 
resolution was passed breaking off ne- 
gotiations for the settlement of the 
strike, I cast the four votes of the 
Seaboard Air Line against the resoiu- 
tion to leave a way open for direct 
contact with the shop crafts leaders. 
It seemed to me unless to close the 
door for the Settlement of this strike 
at a time of great business and world- 
wide unrest. I was not convinced that 
the whole country must be made to 
suffer because of exaggerated views 
of loyalty and difficulties respecting 
new men who had accepted employs 
ment during à strike. 


“After this meeting negotiations 
continued between the brotherhood 
mediators and a small committee head- 
ed by Mr. Daniel Willard, represent- 
ing 52 railroads, the Seaboard being 
ane. This failing in result, I was in 
ition to meet and did meet Mr. 
ewell the same day and reopened ne- 
gotiations directly with him and his 
associates, I urged dealing with in- 
dividual railroads, pointing out to Mr. 
Jewell that he could not defend a po- 
sition based on declination to nego- 
tiate with railroads in position to set- 
tle on an ‘acceptable basis simply be- 
cause other railroads declined. Mr. 
Jewell stated he would consult his as- 
sociate and decide whether they could 
proceed on the basis we discussed. 
Reached Understanding. 

“Mr. Jewell, with two associates, 
met me in Baltimore on September 
2; we reached a tentative understand- 
ing. I then asked A. H. Smith, pres- 
ident of the New York Central lines, 
if he would meet these gentlemen, 
and later communicated with Daniel 
Willard, president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, who was out on 
his road. The presence of Mr. Smith, 
has same to. Baltimore on two 
sions, contributed largely to the re- 
sult. After conference with Mr. 
Jewell, and later with members of his 
executive council of eight, an agree- 
ment was reached acceptable to the 
three railroads represented and to the 
shopcrafts leaders. Other railroads, 


‘| called over the telephone, tentatively 


agreed to go along on the same lines. 
The negotiations were closed on Sep- 
tember 5. Mr. Jewell called a meet- 
ing of the policy committee of the 
railway employees’ department to take 
action, Mr. Willard undertaking to 
present the conditions of settlement to 
u number of railroads. We found 
Mr. Jewell and his ¢ssociates desirous 
of a fair and reasonable settlement of 
the existing difference. 

“Continued strained relations be- 
tween the railroads and their em- 
ployees is very unfortunate. If not 
permanently relieved, government op- 
eration is likely to ultimately result. 
The newspapers announce that a cab- 
inet officer, Mr. Hoover, and Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner Aitcht- 
son, in charge of car service. are to

If the railroads cannot 
themselves settle disputes with their 
own employees and determine among 
themselves what is to be done in re- 
spect to the hauling of coal, to care 
fo: the nation’s needs without the nee:

gevernment, agency, whe.e will we fi- 
nally land? , 

“Regional railroad labor boards 
should be properly and promptly es- 
tablished. A rd named by cach 
group of railroads that operate in 
each of the four rate-making . list iets 
into which the commission has divided 
the country; the men of each group 
of railroads to also organize boards 
to confer with 'the regional railroad 
boards. Negotiations could he suc- 
cessfully carried on and Gsputed 
questions settled if approached in 
good faith. 

“The ill effects of this strike have 
not been confined to the railroads. 
Judge Gary made a 20 per cent in- 
crease in the wages of steel employ- 
ees to prevent them from accepting 
employment with the railroads which 
were advertising for them. Having 
occasion to confer with the officials 
of a number of car manufacturing 
companies now building cars for the 
railroads I found that a number 
of shops were nearly closed down: 
in others labor difficulties caused in- 
creases in wages from 20 to 33 per 
cent to hold their men, many leaving 
to take employment in railroad shops. 
Column upon column of newspaper 
advertisements by railroads for men 
told the story. This could not con- 
tinue without serious disruption of 
the industrial labor structure. A 
shortage of equipment by a contin- 
uance of the shop crafts strike has 
thus been augmented by the failure 
of car manufacturers to deliver cars 
because the railroads have been taking 
their men, an apt illustration of the 
‘vicious circle,’ ”

Fearing failure, he did not entertain 
2 motion for a vote on the proposi- 
tion until it was virtually assured that 
he would have the necessary majority 
behind him. 

The terms of the agreement are 
those offered at New York with a 
few slight changes made necessary to 
mollify the opposition in the union 
ranks. 

The terms of settlement were as 
follows: “1. In order to bring to an 
end the existing strike of .employees 
upon the railroads and relieve the 
country from the adverse effect there- 
of and to expedite the movement of 
essential traffic, the following mem- 
orandum of agreements made upon 
the understanding, which the parties 
hereto accept, that the terms hereof 
shall be carried out by the officers 
of the companies and the represent- 
atives of the employees in a spirit of 
conciliation and sincere purpose - to 
effect à genuine settlement of the 
matters in controversy referred to be- 
low. This paragraph does not apply 
to or include strikes in effect prior 
to July 1, 1922.

Policg Exhibits 
Aid to Criminals, 
Pegler Believes

New York, September 13.—Mur- 
2 burglars, bomb-throwers and 

rug-peddiers of the better sort 
aoaid not fail to attend the Waldorf 
Astoria this week where the 2 
Lork police department is holding a 
exhibition which will be — 
to them in their work. Not only are 
the very latest utensils for safe- 
cracking and other allied trades being 
shown and demonstrated, but more 
than 700 police chiefs and famous de- 
tectives will be on view. 

This is probably the first time that 
the “line-up” process has been re- 
versed and the more progressive mem- 
bers of New York’s criminal profes- 
sions will be thronging to the Wal- 
dorf in their motor cars to scrutinize 
the law en masse for future reco A 
tion. For years the “line-up” 
been all in favor of the headquarters 
detectives. It consists of bringing in 
a prisoner and passing him before a 
file of masked detectives so that they 
may know him when they see him 
again, whereas he can’t know them 
unless he makes a study of feet. 

This matter of knowing detectives 
by sight is far more important than 
the rank and file yeggmen realize, 
Nicky Arnstein remained at la 
until he wanted to “come in” simply 
because he knew most of the detec- 
tives in New York and was known 
to but few of them. 

Crime Museum. 

The Waldorf exposition is being 
held under the auspices of Richard 
K. Enright, police commissioner of 
New York, who is entertaining the 
national police conference this week. 
Enright is advocating. an interna- 
tional understanding between police 
authorities and particularly a quaran- 
tine of criminals. Heretofore, he 
explained to the visiti:.. chiefs and 
detectives at Tuesday’s session, the 
police of various communities have 
considered their duty done when they 
cleared criminals out of their own 
jurisdictions. That isn’t fair to 
other communities. The criminals 
should not be permitted to leave, he 
said, but should be kept where they 
are known and can be clogely watch- 
ed. 

The meuseum in the Waldorf is 
stétked with hundreds of specimens 
of heroin, opium, paregoric, hasheesh 
and cocaine, and dope-peddlers with 
any interest in their work should 
observe the latest ingenuities in the 
circulation of the stuff. ‘There are 
postal cards, for instance, in which 
opium was concealed and there is a 
newspaper saturated in a heavy 80 
lution of cocaine which was mailed 
from the outside to a man serving a 
prison sentence. Also, there is ‘a 
learned book on sanitation with a hole 
gouged out of the inside pages in 
which a young student used to carry 
his stock of cocaine decks. The poor 
boy .was working his way through 
college in this way but a detective 
— his education into other chan- 
nels, 

In the safe-cracking booth there are 
examples of the season’s most scien- 
tific drills, chilled-steel jimmies, 
crow-bars, rope-ladders, and files, 
sonie of them showing great improve- 
ment over last year’s. Bombing has 
not improved much and there is need 
for one of those get-togethers, such 
as dry goods merchants, have, to en-

Murder Exhibit. 

For murderers there is a fairly en- 
trancing gallery of post-mortem por- 
traits illustrating the most thorough 
killings of the past year~killings in 
which the victims were not only ex- 
tinguished but almost effaced.

murder can be put down as 100 per 
cent efficient. This is probably the 
most difficult craft in the entire pro- 


feasion and. should be taken up very 


seriously by all its workmen. The 
detective on duty at the exhibit will 
answer all questions in a courteous 
manner and murderers should consult 
him on their trade problems. 

Police chiefs are here from Nor. 
folk, Cincinnati, San Franciseo and 
scores of other American cities, par- 
ticularly the smaller cities, and there 
are representatives also from Scotland 
Yard, Copenhagen, Victoria, B. C., 
and ‘San Juan, Porto Rico.

Ford Says I. C. C. 
Actions Benefit 
Coal Protiteers

Detroit, Mich., September 13.— 
Charges that the interstate com- 
merce commission, through its con- 
trol of empty coal cars “is playing 
into the hands of coal profiteers un- 
der guise of regulations for the pub- 
lic good,” were made here in state- 
ments issued by Henry Ford from 
bis offices in Dearborn, a ‘suburb. 

The same interests who own the 
public utilities, railroads and mines 
are using the commission as rt 
of their scheme to fleece the public 
and the scheme is so simple that no- 
body sees it.” Mr. Ford’s statement 
issued today continued: 

“The present so-called coal crisis 
shows up the commission. If this 
commission ever was useful it now 
has outlived its usefulness, like the 
gold standard and Wall street.“ 

Spread Propaganda. 

Discussing alleged coal profiteers, 
Mr. Ford declared, “through news- 
paper headlines they spread propa- 
ganda about a coal shortage so that 
— starts scrambling for 
coal. 

“Furthermore, by squeezing labor 
and reducing their pay these same in- 
terests cause strikes aud throw the 
railroads into convulsions, immedi- 
ately cutting down the available car 
supply with which to transport coal. 

“Having convinced the public there 
is a shortage they ration coal to 
themselves through the commission 
under the guise of priority for pub- 
lic utilities. These utilities then 
take advantage of these conditions by 
paying high prices for coal and in 
turn can raise the rates to the 
public. 

“It is just a little camouflage but 
as in every deep laid scheme by this 
crowd we see the money coming in 
from the public and flowing into 
the coffers of Wall street. 

Government Could Act. 

“Had the government desired, it 
could easily have stepped in and giv- 
en the public all the coal it needed.

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BUILD A HOME! 

That the own-your-home' cam- 
paign that was conducted with more 
or léss intensity throughout the 
country during the summer months 
has been productive of a gratifying 
increase in the number of American 
“‘yraduates” from the tenant class 
is indicated by the reports of realty 
and loan interests relating to their 
transactions with would-be home- 
owners. 

One organization alone, the Pru- 
déntial Insurance company, issued 
a statement recently to the effect 
that since the first of the current 
year it has loaned $30,114,759.22 
to provide housing accommodations 
for 10,105 families; and that dur- 
ing the month of August it made 
loans aggregating $3,795,376, cov- 
ering 808 dwellings to accommodate 
899 families and 41 apartments to 
accommodate 473 families.

THE BOY’S SIDE ACHE. 
A boy aged 14 complains of “side 
ache” when be walks fast or runs 
some distance and some times when | 


be is engaged in active gymnasium 


work, 

This brings up happy memories of 
barefoot days and the jeys of run- 
fires or on great oceasions 
even helping the volunteer firemen 
pull the hose cart through the old 
town streets to the fire. 

Side ache on sustained exertion is 
probably caused by dilation of the 
right side of the heart which is un- 
der considerable strain pumping 
enough blood through the lungs. ‘ It 
isn't necessarily, a danger signal. 
We know that who have run to fires. 
But it is a warning signal. It is a 
warning that you had better ease off 
and catch! up on your breathing. 
From 12 to 15 or 16 is just the 
side ache age of boyhood, and this is 
the age, too, when many boys, under 
incompetent physical direction, at- 
tempt physical contests which are 
beyond their capacity. 5 

Dilatation of th eright side of the 
heart under a sustained effert is 
normal and physiological up to a 
certain point. It may become patho- 
logical if the strain is too great, and 
when the dilatation or stretching of 
the heart muscle is carried to a 
pathological extreme recovery may be 
only fractional and the boy will be 
broken in health as well as wind for 
many a long year. This is a menace 
to be faced by growing boys who are 
unwisely permitted to engage in such 
contests as football and long races 
of the marathon kind while stil] in 
their ‘teens. 

There is not nearly enough athletic 
training in our common schools and 
high schools, either for the boys or 
for the girls, Every schoolboy and 
ever schoolgirl should be compelled 
to engage in one or another athletie 
game as part of his or her proper 
education. “Schools in which boys and 
girls are permitted to dodge swim- 
ming or gym or other athletic train- 
ing on some flimsy excuse are schools 
that need a housecleaning, and we 
have a few such schools almost 
everywhere that antediluvian methods 
of instruction prevail. ä 

The process of “training” consists 
principally of development of the 
muscle of the right side of the heart 
—the athlete’s heart must become 
somewhat enlarged and remain en- 
larged if he is to put forth the effort 
necessary to win contests. The de- 
gree of training“ advisable and safe 
for the average lad in his “teens is 
not so great as that which the mature 
man may undergo. People do not 
look to boys in, the ‘teens to do the 
work or shoulder the responsibilities 
of the world. Neither should we let 
boys attempt to play the games of 
men. 

Physical education, including 
athletics, is,as good for a boy as al- 
gebra or Latin. But somehow we 
expect the algebra and Latin teachers 
to be qualified by proper training, 
whereas anybody can look after his 
physical edueation—or nobody. This 
policy means ruin to the boy's health 
sometimes, it means neglect of his 
health all the time, but it is the policy 
on which a lot of grammar schools 
and high schools are conducted at 
present.

Tubercu- 
lous meningitis is also known as 
“water on the brain” or acute hydro- 
cephalus, and occurs chiefly in young 
children, the tuberculosis infection 
reaching the brain membrane from a 
latent or old tuberculosis focus in 
the lymph nodes behind the bronchial 
tubes or the lymph nodes behind the 
intestines. I regret I, known of no 
“doctor book” of the type you de- 
sire, that I can recommend.

One Day in Atlanta’s Social Service

Who is the guardian angel of the: 


strangers within Atlanta’s gates of 
bewildered young girls, alone und un- 
protected; tired mothers with small 
children and insufficient funds; run- 
aivay boys, old men and women seek- 
ing homes in charitable institutions; 
siek people hoping to get treatment in 
the hospitals? For hundreds of such 
cases, the Travelers’ Aid society, lo- 
cated in each of the railroad stations, 
does an amazing amount of splendid 
work. It cares for all cases of dis- 
tress passing through the station, 
There are many. 

As the trains roll into the Terminal 
station with their passengers in every 
walk of life, Mrs. Payne, the able 
supervisor of the Travelers’ Aid, is 
there to give directions, counsel and 
help of every kind. A supervisor is 
on duty night and day at the Ter- 
minal station, assisted by a negro aid, 
who seeks out and helps the negroes 
who arrive in the city sick or in need 
of help. A matron meets every train 
at the Union station, while the sta- 
tion master at Brookwood station 
takes charge of the work there, 

The report of an average day's work 
shows seventy-six people aided. 
Twenty-eight of these were women 
and girls—eight were children. Fol- 
lowing are a few of the cases appeal- 
ing to the Travelers’ Aid during the 


ay: 

Early in the morning the. open 
gates of the Terminal station admit. 
ted a pretty young girl from a mn 
town in South Carolina. She was’ 
frightened, but determined to seek an 
artistic career, d_siring’ to apply to 
a vaudeville concern in Atlanta, After 
a talk with the Travelers’ Air, who 
investigated and found the vaudeville 
concern unreliable, the girl was per- 
suaded to return home. A wire was 
sent to her father to meet ber. 

On the next train were two cases— 
one, and old man from Tennessee 
feeble and tottering, who bad been 
told he could be placed in the alms, 
house. This institution being only 
for the people of Fulton county, a 
wire was sent his son for necessary 
transportation to his home. This be- 
ing received, the aged man, who had 
been fed and made comfortable dur- 
ing his: wait, was sent to the home 
of his son. 

A young girl came from Alabama 
to meet a traveling man whe prom- 
ised ‘to marry her. The Travelers’ Aid 
sent her to the Church’s “ome for 
the night and put her on the train 
for her home the next morning. Here 
another innocent girl was saved from 
a dangerous step. 

Out at Brookwood station was an 
Arménian boy of eleven who spoke no 
Firglish except the word Atlanta. 
Iie had waited all night in the sta- 
tien at Washington not knowing 
where to go. The Travelers’ Aid ma- 
tron in Washington heard him say 
Atlanta, so put him on the train. An 
unxious brother had waited all the 
night before at the terminal—the 
child failing to come, he left hig ad- 


a | 


cress with the matron. When the 
vor reuched Brook wood stuuon he 
was put off the truin. The station 
iuaster telephoned the matron who 
soon reached the brother and a happy 
reunion teek place. 

A little cripple in a rolling chair 
was sent from south Georgia to the 
Scottisu ite bosprial ior ceuument. 
Sbe was kept at the station in care 
of the supervisor until she was called 
for and taken to the hospital. In the 
evening she was brot~bt back to the 
station where the Travelers’ Aid put 
ut on the proper train for her bome. 
Chis is done each week. 

A pathetic boy needing shelter and 
work was sent to the American Rec- 
vue home where he received both. 

A deaf mute runaway was sent lo 
his people in Union Point. 

One poor mother with five small 
children and no money appealed for 
nelp. She came from the country, 
hoping to put her little ones in an or- 
phanage while she worked. The baby 
was sick, so one of the big-hearted 
coctors, who freely give their services 
for this work, was called to the sta- 
tion to give treatment to the child, 
fhe mother and children were sent 
to the American Rescue Workers’ 
home, where the children were provid- 
ed for and work obtained for the 
motLer. ; 
| A’ seared little negro girl was led 
to the matron by @ colored woman to 
whose house nad been taken by 

negro: man the had met on the 
train. . She had. tome from Athens 
to meet her grandmother in Atlanta. 
The man talked to her on the train 
then took her to this negress’ house 
when they reached Atlanta. The 
grandmother, unable to find the girl 
left her description with the matron 
—iwhen the girl was located the grand- 
mother was notified and the girl 
placed in her care. 

A telegram was received from New 
York. stating that a child. had been 
put on the train there and requesting 
the matron to meet this train, take 
charge of the child and see that it 
was put on tbe right train for 
Florida. | 

So a day passes with the Travel- 
ers’ Aid. The matron on night duty 
carries gn a similar work, giving di- 
rections to strangers, recommending 
reliable hotels and boarding house 
to women ‘traveling alone—in fact do- 
ing the many things that go to help 
people who need help while traveling. 

There are no limits to the 
mands of these guardian angels of 
our railway stations—there seems to. 
be no limit to the strength and pa- 
tience of these tireless workers, who 
daily untangle so many kinks in the 
chain of destiny. They stand at the 
gates of the city. both to protect the 
innocent and to guard the morals 
of the city, as well.

Farther Against Par 
Clearance of Bank Checks 


Futur Cunstitution: Please accept my

| tember 10 entitled As to Par Clearance. | 

In making this reply ' will confine myself 
co new matter and additional errors rather 
thar to further answer the errors contained 
i» the first editorial, which you reiterate 
in your editdrial of the 10th. 1 feel that 
my letter of the 7th, which rou published, 
in sufficient answer to those errors without 
turther elaboration. 

You state w your editorial 

. . but so overwhelming is the poll in 
favor of par clearance of checks by the 
bark. reporting, a majority of which are not 
members of the federal reserve system, that 
only one unbiased conclusion can possibly 
be reached, and that is that the tide is run- 
ring strong toward the universal adoption 
o the par clearance plan.“ 

Is that so? The number of exchange 
charging banks reached its peas on or about 
the first of January, 1921, when the fed- 
erul reserve system was handling at par the 
checks on all but 1,755 banks in the United 
Stetes, according to the reports of the fed- 
eal reserve board. This was brought about 
by methods ef coercion that was character- 
ized by the supreme court of the United 
States as “warfare upon legitimate creta- 
tions of the states. The methods were de- 
scribed in the bill for injunction filed by 
in Georgia banks against the federal re- 
serve bank of Atlanta as being intended to 
te put into operation in the sixth district. 
The basis for thie charge was that these 
methods had been pursued by agents of the 
federal! reserve banks in other districts which 
wer operating under the same centra: uu, 
thority und under the sume instructious and 
general plan of operation as was the lederai 
reserve bank of Atlanta. The Georgia banks 
imd tue affidavits of reputable bankers in 
these other, districts showing the facts and 
later secured their testimony to tae sume 
effect under interrogatories. (This evidence 
was ruled out by Judge Evans on the trial 
i the case.) Under the stress of these co- 
e:cive methods thousands of bankers in tae 
Urited States had reluctantly and under 
protest given up their righ?s. to charge ex- 
change rather than suffer the greater loss 
and trouble that resistance might entaul, 

The ‘effort to enforce par clearance on the 
tenks in the sixth district found the Georgia 
berks already organized anc resistance Was 
prompt and effective. The consequence was 
trat on January 1, 1921, the only banks te- 
ported bf the federal reserve board as 
charging exchange were 1,755 banks in the 
sixth district and in South Carolina. The 
banks in the sixth district were protected 

the injunction secured and in South Caro- 
lina the — reserve system had not un- 
dertaken to enforce par clearance that tuey 
were required by law to enforce according tv 
their announced construction of the feuera!l 
reserve act. In the other districts of the 
country it was estimated that some 20, 0 
barke were remitting at par unwillingly aud 
uncer. protest, 

Besides the 1,755 banks that were noi 
on the par list of the federal reserve bank 
of Atlanta there were scores of others 
that were not remitting at par, but that 
were carried on the par list of the federal 
reserve banks and their checks presented 

the counters of such banks fur pay- 
— in cash to special agents of the re- 
serve system at a cost many times that of 


the exchange charges the banks were re- 
— ‘te forego uuder the rulings of the 


federal reserve system. 

After January 1, 1921, 
after the supfeme court decision in the 
Georgia case handed down May 16, 1921, 
the effect of the successful fight in Geor- 
gia began to be felt in other parts of the 
eountry. Bankers. chafing under the un- 
lawful restrictions imposed upon them, be- 
wan reasserting their rights after finding 
that there was a method through which 
they could successfully do 80. and on Jan- 
uary 1, 1922, the federal reserve system 
reported the number of exchange charging 
banks a8 2.353. 

The above facts, and the further fact 
thut the organized bankers of the United 
States are on record in opposition to uni- 
versal par clearance, effectually dispose of 
your statement above quoted. 

Let us see if, as you say, the decision 
of the United States supreme court of 
May 16, 1921, settled the question of 
jurisdiction and was not a decision ou the 
merits of the case.” 3 ga 
Mr. Justice Holmes went on to say: “On 
elsion of the court. After outlining the 
allegations of the bill and rendering ab 
able decision to the effect that the United 
States courts had jurisdiction of the case, 
Mr. Justice Holmes went on to say, “Un 
the merits we are of the opinion that the 
court below. went too far. The question 
at this stage is not what the plaintiffs 
may be able to prove, or what may be 
the reasona¥le interpretation of tle r- 
fendants’ acts, but whether the plaintiffs 
have shown a ground for relief if they 
cau prove what they allege.“ And then 
the distinguished justice went on to lay 
down principles law upon which the 
case was to be tried and which reversed 
the lower court upon their judgments 
sustaining the position of the federal re- 
serve bank of Atlauta that they had the 
right to present checks at the counters of 
banks under any circumstances and in any 
way they saw fit, 

Mr. Justice Holmes evidently thought he 
was deciding these questions ‘‘on the 
merits. 

At the trial of the case before Judge 
Evans, the federal reserve bank of Atlanta 
recognized that the supreme court had 
held against them on their original con- 
tentions and filed an amended answer @ 
the nature of a disclaimer denying that 
they have adopted or purpose to adopt 
any methods to coerce the 
remit at par in the sixth district such as 
those specified either in the original bill 
or any amepdment thereto, and further 
stated that “the only method which they 
purpose to adopt and employ in the sixth 
federal reserve district’’ is to send checks 
on those banks not willing to remit at par 
to such banks by an agent or representa- 
tive of the federal reserve bank with m- 
structions to present the checks across fhe 
counter for payment either in the usual 
exchange at par or in cash for the full 
amount thereof at the option of the drawee 
bank, ‘etc. 

It was doubtless because of this dis- 
claimer that Judge Evans decided that the 
evidence was dot sufficient to show that 
the defendant bank intended to use the 
methods of cdercion charged in the bill 
and granted an injunction only against 
placing the names of the banks upon the 
par list of the federal reserve bank with- 
out their consent. 

The country banks have no quarrel with 
The Constitution for being an advocate 
of the federal reserve system. Where 
that system is operated in accordance with 
the intention of the cofigresses that pass- 

and amended it, it has served a splen- 

td purpose and can continue to do 80. 

Constitution, however, does not dis- 
crifminate between right and wrong prin- 
ciples and sustains the federal reserve sys- 
tem sot only in the splendid work it has 
done, but in the very grave and costly er- 
rors inte which it has fallen. 

The attitude of the federal reserve sys- 
tem is that, although congress has given 
them no control over non-member banks 
and recognizes that it cannot give such 
control, it will use its tremendous finan- 
celal power to make it uncomfortable and, 
in „ unsafe for non-member banks to 
decline to accede to its will. The referen-

The most important point about 
buying a machine needle—and this 
little article, though small, regulates 
the success with which your machine 
sews— is to buy one of the right size. 
This may seem an obvious thing to 
most women, but it is surprising how 
many complaints about sewing ma- 
chines can be traced to a needle care- 
lessly bought. Bear in mind that 
there is a greater danger in using u 
needle which is too small than one 
that is too large. 

Aside from consideration of prop- 
er size, notice whether the eye is 
smooth and properly polished, so that 
it will not cut your thread. Observe 
also whether the point is smooth and 
sharp and whether it has a flatened 
place on one side of the shank, se 
that the needle will fit perfectly into 
the machine bar. 

bove all, a purchaser of sewing 
machine needles should remember to 
buy only needles of reliable make,

IN A HAM SANDWICH. 


There are some persons who will 
tell you that a ham sandwich to be 
at its best should be, briefly—a ham 
sandwich, slice of boiled ham laid be- 
tween slices of buttered bread, with 
possibly a dash of mustard. The 
crusts of the bread should not be 
trimmed, it should not be cut in cubes 
or triangles, the ham should not be 
minced, there should be no lettuce. To 
do such things would be painting the 
lily, and thereby spoiling it. 

But there are others who like va- 
riety. They find the ordinary old- 
fashioned ham sandwich all very well 
and good when appetite is keen after 
a country hike or morning at golf 
or several hours in the saddle. ut 
for ordinary purposes, the embellish- 
ed ham sandwich seems more inter- 
esting. 

Here are some variations on the 
old theme: 

Jelly and Ham Sandwich. 

Cut the ham as thin as possible. 
spread two clices of bread with butter 
and spread one of these with current 
jelly. Add slices of ham and make 
into sandwich. a 

Ham and Ege Sandwich 

This calls for finely minced ham 
and finely chipped hard-boiled eng 
To a cup of the ham use three boiled 
eggs and mix them thoroughly, mak- 
ing a paste, Add a little mustard 
and some mayonnaise. Cut thin slices 
of bread and spread with the mix- 
ture. 

Ham and Pickle Sandwiches. 

Ham and pickle sandwiches are ap- 
petizing. Chop cold boiled ham quite 
fine, mix with a little melted butter 
and made mustard, add some finely 
chopped cucumber pickles and spread 
between thin slices of bread and but- 
ter.

Hampton Farmers 


Raise Bell Pepper 


In Place of Cotton| si" 


BY WALTER CHAMBERS. 


Financial Editor, The Constitution. 

That Georgia farmers are fast 
learning the value of diversification 
has been demonstrated by the results 
obtained by those residing in the neigh- 
borhood of Hampton, in Henry eoun- 
ty, on the main line of the Central 
of Georgia railroad, according to J. 
O. Rutherford, cashier of the Bank 
of Hampton. 

While considerable cotton has been 
planted this_year, Mr. Rutherford said 
yesterday, the depredations of the boll 
weevil have materially reduced the 
normal production. Many farmers 
have overcome the pest, he said, 
through spraying’ poison on the stalks 
and several farmers who have made 
a thorough job of this will have the 


satisfaction of seeing their fields with 


practicall; a normal growth. 

But the outstanding feature of the 
up-to-date farmers of the Hampton 
community is through their develop- 
ment of the growth of peppers. With 
practically no more cultivation than 
that necessary to cotton, with little 


additional outlay for fertilizer, hun- 
dreds of farmers, Mr. Rutherford said, } ‘ 
have in many cases eliminated cotton 
entirely and are devoting this ground 


to pepper. 

A marketing association handles the 
pepper, paying the farmer approxi- 
mately $40 per ton. An acre pro- 
duces from two to three tons and in 
some eases more. Consequently, ac- 
cording to Mr. Rutherford, there are 
some farmers who have forever elimi- 
nated cotton from their product in 
lieu of the bell pepper, and say they 
would not go back to cotton even 
should it reach 40 cents per pound.

used quite extensively with considerable success when care is exercised 
in designing the transformers for the particular wave length on which they 
are to be ysed. The arrangement shown in the diagram below makes use 


of one stage of radic frequency, 
amplification.

The circuit shown requires but one amplifying transformer since 
coupling between the one step of radio frequency amplification and the 
detector circuit is obtained by means ot impedance coupling in the form of 
a variometer. A study of the circuit shows that no additional equipment 
other than that contained in the ordinary two variometer regenerative re- 
ceiver is needed for the one step of radio frequency amplification. Filament 
battery connections are omitted for simplicity.
